100 Black Bears Inhabit Pre- 
serve and More Than 23,000 
Elk Are There, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—The 
sight of wild things living under nat- 
ural conditions become one of the 
chief charms of a vacation in the 
Yellowstone Park, and the first ques- 
tion asked by nearly every tourist fs 
“How many animals does the park 
contain?” This question is answered 


in the annual report. of the director 
of the national park service for 1920, 
in which the park superintendent has 
given the following interesting data 
regarding the wild life of the park: 
The wild herd of buffalo ranging 
in the Pelican Valley contains well 
over a hundred head. The tame herd. 
so called because they are fed hay 
during the winter months, totals 442 
animals. This herd ranges in the 
Lamar River Valley and tourists who 
make the side trip to the Buffalo 
Farm may easily view the herd. 
About 200 mountain or big horn 
sheep make the Yellowstone their 
home. The park superintendent con- 


only 300 head of antelope are left. As 
antelope will not breed in captivity 
and zoological gardens cannot main- 
tain the ones they have, it is essential 
that the Yellowstone herd be wisely 
cared for if the extermination of 
the prong-horn is to be prevented. 

There are 800 moose in the park, 
which range in the upper valley of 
the Yellowstone River and ift the 
Falls River Basin in the southwest- 
ern corner of the park. 

In 1912 there were 50,000 elk in 
the Yellowstone; today only 23,000 
remain. The winter of 1918-19 was

DALLAS, Tex., April 14.—-How far 
above the horizon must the sun be at |

few persons, according to Dr. Cline, | 
meteorologist in charge of the Dal-| 
las Weather Bureau. 

Sunrise begins, according to the in- | 
formation in the hands of Dr. Cline | 
when the mere top part of the sun 
shows above the horizon. No accu- 
rate time is obtainable on land, he

State Auditor Hackmann professes to be well sat- 
tion Board’s work. It is not 
perfect, he concedes, but he insists it is the best re- 
port ever made. He acknowledges that the Board of 
Equalization indulged the County Assessors in the 
latter’s peccadillo of flouting the law—not only in- 
dulged them, but abetted their lawlessness by split- 
ting the difference, so to speak, between the esti- 
mates fixed by those Assessors and the returns re- 
quired by law. 

An examination of the assessments as approved 
by the Board of Equalization in comparison with those 
of the Tax Commission is of interest to citizens of 
St. Louis. The Tax Commission’s valuation total, 
excluding St. Louis, is $3,800,156,120. That of the 
board is $3,447,034,000. The difference is $353,122,120. 

The Tax Commisson’s St. Louis assessment is $1,- 
060,287,257. That of the board, $1,001,530,055. The 
difference is $58,757,202. Those figures show plainly 
that the Board of Equalization reduced the commis- 
sion’s assessment outside of St. Louls by almost six 
times as much as it reduced this city’s assessment. 

It should be borne in mind that St. Louis property 
heretofore has been assessed practically at 100 per 
cent of its value, while outside of St. Louis assess- 
ments have been notoriously below their real value. 
It was to end this vicious practice that the Tax Com- 
mission was created by the Gardner administration. 
It was thoroughly understood that the discrepancy 
bétween dishonest assessments in the country and 
honest St. Louis assessments could not be wiped out at 
once. The work had to be done gradually. The Tax 
Commission, accordingly, proceeded conservatively. 
Its assessments did not purport to approximate 100 
per cent valuation. In some-counties, according to 
expert realtors, the assessments were ridiculously 
low. But however far they fell short of actual values, 
the Tax Commission's assessments were a step in the 
direction of honest realty taxation in Missouri. 

Under the circumstances, then, if any reduction 
anywhere was to be made, St. Louis manifestly was 
entitled to it. Had the Board of Equalization had 
either the desire or the courage to obey the law and

NEW YORK, April 14.—Federa]l 


prohibition directors yesterday were 
advised by their superiors in Wash- 
ington that hereafter physicians pre- 


scribing wines will not be limited to 
one pint in 10 days. This announce- 
ment was made here by Director 
Charles R. O'Connor, who stated that 
this interpretation had been placed 
on the recent ruling of former Attore- 
ney-General Palmer that vinous 
liqnors should be removed from re- 
strictions governing the prescribing 
of whisky for medicinal purposes. 

“Thus it will be seen,” Director 
O’Connor said, “that the quantity to 
be prescribed lz placed in the sound 
Giacretion of the physician, who 
should use extraordinary care not to 
abuse this right.” 

Regarding the quantity of wine a 
druggist may carry O'Connor said 
that 100 gallons each three months 
probably would be sufficient for $0 
per cent of the pharmacists in this 
State.
